Robert J. Aley, state superinten­ 
dent of public instruction, has re­ 
ceived an opinion from the attorney 
general to the effect that in townships 
where the school levy i> not suffic­ 
ient to provide money to carry on the 
schools for the required number of 
days, as set by law, the trustees have 
no legal right to pay the teachers 
more than flic minimum salary. 
In 
cases when the trustees do not have 
sufficient 
funds 
to 
maintain 
the 
schools for the required length of 
time, and the school levy i- a certain 
per cent, they may draw money from 
the state treasurer to keep the school 
open. 
Before they can do this the 
school levy for six months must be 
25 per cent, and for seven months, 40 
per cent. 
Some time ago, M r. Alev's atten­ 
tion was called to the fact that cer­ 
tain townships were getting money 
from the state treasurer and that 
they were also paying their teachers 
more than the minimum salary. 
The 
attorney-general is of the opinion 
that this can not be done and that the 
minimum salary can only be collected 
when the township does not have a 
sufficient amount to maintain its own 
schools. 
This 
ruling 
affects 
the 
teachers of Crothersville, Salt Creek 
township and probably Owen town­ 
ship. 
In the iirst two school corpor­ 
ations the trustees have been required 
to borrow money from the state, and 
as they have been paying their teach­ 
ers more than the minimum rate, their 
salaries, in all probability, will be less 
next year than they were before. 
The minimum salary for any teach­ 
er is governed by the genial aver­

teachers designated as Class A, the 
minimum daily wage is two and one- 
h alf times the general average; for

The m ayor was still endeavoring to 
determ ine which individual design in 
the ceiling would hit him on the nose 
were it to fall, or which particular de­ 
sign his nose would hit if he were to 
rise and m eet the celling, and the 
health hoard officer went out. 


And then the fire chief came in with 
a grievance, and the head of the de­ 
p artm ent of water, gas and electricity 
and other officials. 
So the whole day 
passed, and so does the whole year 
pass for the mayor 
of 
Skyscraper 
City.

w ater, gas and electricity, the latter 
composed of the elecricians and as­ 
sistants in 
the 
engine room. 
These 
large buildings do not depend 
upon 
outside sources for their electricity. 
They have thoroughly eq uipped plants 
for m anufacturing their own.

as the w ater departm ent is concern­ 
ed, one New York skyscraper has a 
pumping station 
that

supplying sufficient w ater to furnish 
a city of 350,000 people.

At Omaha James R. Garfield, the 
cx-secretary of the interior, joined Mr. 
Roosev elt and said that he would stick 
to him until after the hurrah at Den­ 
v er on Monday. 
Mr. Garfield did not 
bring Mr. Pinchot with him, but he 
promised that the deposed chief for­ 
ester would be on hand for Ossawato- 
mie and St. Paul. 
Council Bluffs turned itself upside 
down to giv e the colonel a noisy wel­ 
come. 
Congressman Walter Smith of 
the Cannon forces at Washington, took 
Mr. Roosev elt in tow and drov e him 
in an automobile through the city. 
In 
the public square the colonel made an 
address. 
Mr. Smith hailed T. R. as 
the most distinguished American, but 
Mr. Smith was not asked to speak, 
while Senator Dolliv er was. 
The colonel has repeated his inten­ 
tion to go to the conv ention at Sara­ 
toga and to fight to the last ditch. 
Judging from the manner in which he 
is going after corporations and cor­ 
ruptions in his western speeches, the 
colonel will be prime to slam the 
Woodruff-Barnes-Wadsworth combine 
when he gets back to New York. 
They like Roosev elt in the west. 
They like him just as much as they 
ev er did, if the folks in Iowa and Ne­ 
braska and Wyoming stand for the 
spirit of this country. 
Those who 
would whoop it up for the colonel in 
1912 are going a little easier on that 
score than they thought they would.

Pio n eer Days Over. 
The pioneer days are ov er, sav e in 
a few places, and the more complex 
life of today calls for a greater v a­ 
riety of good qualities than was need­ 
ed on the frontier. 
There is need at 
present to encourage the dev elopment 
of new’ abilities which can be brought 
to high perfection only by a kind of 
training useless in pioneer times, but 
these uew qualities can only supple­ 
ment and nev er supplant 
the old. 
homely v irtues; the need for the spe­ 
cial and distinctiv e pioneer v irtues is 
as great as ev er. 
In other words, as our civ ilization 
grow's older and more complex, while 
it is true that we need new’ forms of 
trained ability and need to dev elop 
men w’hose liv es are dev oted wholly to 
the pursuit of special objects, it is yet 
also true that we need a greater and 
not a less dev elopment of the funda­ 
mental frontier v irtues. 
These v irtues include the power of 
self help, together wdth the power of 
joining with others for mutual help 
and, w’hat is especially important, the 
feeling of comradeship, of social good 
fellowship. 
Any man who had the 
good fortune to liv e among the old 
frontier conditions must in looking 
back realize bow v ital wras this feeling 
of general comradeship and social fel­ 
lowship. 
There were good men and bad men 
In the new communities just as in the 
old communities, and the conditions 
on the frontier were such that the 
qualities of the good and bad alike 
w’ere rather more strikingly manifest­ 
ed than in older communities, but 
among the men who tried to lead hard 
W’orking, decent liv es there was a feel­ 
ing of genuine democracy, which rep­ 
resented an approach to the American 
ideal which we certainly should do 
ev erything in our pow*er to preserv e. 
We did not try to say that men w’ere 
equal when they w’ere not equal, but 
we did our best to secure something 
like an equality of opportunity and an 
equality of reward for good serv ice, 
and, moreov er, each man expected to 
be receiv ed, and on the w’hole was re­ 
ceiv ed wherev er he w’ent on the foot­ 
ing that his merits warranted. 
Now. so far as possible, these quali­ 
ties and tbe conditions that bring 
about these qualities should be kept in 
the great states which are growing 
out of the old frontier communities. 
We need to striv e for the general so­ 
cial betterment of the people as a 
whole and yet to encourage indiv idual 
liberty and set high rew ard on indiv id­ 
ual initiativ e up to the point w’bere 
they become detrimental to the gen­ 
eral w’elfare. 
In continually and earnestly striv ing 
for this betterment of social and eco­ 
nomic conditions in our complex in­ 
dustrial civ ilization we should w’ork 
in the old frontier spirit of rugged 
strength and courage and yet with the 


infinite picturesqueness of the life o f 
the plains and the Rockies. Of course 
I speak of Frederic Remington. 
He 
was one of those Americans who by 
their achiev ements distinctly deserv ed 
well of America. 
He W’orked with 
pencil, with brush, with chise!. 
He 
was both a painter and a sculptor. 
Ills pictures and his few bronzes are 
equally good. 
When my own regiment, a typicatly 
western 
regiment, 
recruited 
mainly 
from tbe men of the great plains and 
the mountains, was disbanded at Mon- 
tauk Point, the officers and enlisted 
men joined in giv ing me Remington’s 
bronze broncho buster, a gift which I 
thought peculiarly appropriate, coming 
from such a body of men. 
In Remington’s pictures all the most 
v iv id and characteristic features of tbe 
W’estern pioneer life which is just clos­ 
ing w’ere set forth, and he has com­ 
memorated forev er the men of the 
plains and the mountains as they ac­ 
tually were. 
The cowboy is his fav or­ 
ite type, but the mining prospector, the 
frontier farmer, the man who guides 
ox w’agon or mule team, the soldier, 
the Indian—all appear. 
Now 1 wdsh 
v ery much that these men themselv es 
would in their turn prov ide a monu­ 
ment for the great artist, the sum of 
whose activ ities represents such a fea­ 
ture of American achiev ement and, 
abov e all, represents the commemora­ 
tion of some of the most interesting 
figures that hav e ev er appeared on tbe 
stage of American life. 
A statue should be raised to Rem­ 
ington by some really first class art­ 
ist. 
Ilere at Cheyenne in this gather­ 
ing 
many 
hundreds 
of 
the 
men 
hav e come together who were them­ 
selv es typical leaders in and represent­ 
ativ es of the v ery life which Reming­ 
ton so portrayed that it will always 
liv e. 
I hope that these men will join 
together, arrange the appointment of 
a committee and start to raise funds 
for the erection of such a statue.

The pioneers and their immediate 
successors won v ictory only by prov ­ 
ing that they possessed the great, mas­ 
terful qualities which lie at the foun­ 
dation of national greatness.

are certain well meaning men of intel­ 
lectual cultiv ation, but lackiug mental 
and moral robustness, who complain 
continually that they find American 
life, and especially the life of those 
American communities emerging from 
the pioneer stage, crude and without 
genius or beauty.

Sometimes a wrong represents the 
deliberate wickedness of the wrong- 
i doer, in which case the remedy is to 
punish him. but sometimes it repre­ 
sents the effects of a false social sys­ 
tem. 1« which case the right course is 
to alter what is false in the system 
Both principles need to be kept in ' 
v iew as guides to our conduct, and it 1 
Is necessary sometimes to work in ac- j 
cordance wit I) one and sometimes in 
accordance with the other. 
Before ending 1 wish to say a word 
ou something which, I believ e, should 
especially interest all men who liv e in 
the open country, and especially all 
men who during the past thirty years ! 
hav e liv ed and worked on ranches or 
hav e done their life work in the wilder 
parts of our laud, on the great plains 
or among the mountains. 
The phase of our national life in ( 
which the stockman, the mining pros­ 
pector. tbe frontier farmer and their 
associates were the chief characters 
was not only an important, but also a 
v ery picturesque phase. 
Often such a phase passes without 
any great artist arising to commem­ 
orate it. The old time backwoodsman, 
for instance, the man of the back coun­ 
try. v v lio liv ed in the eastern forests, 
through which the waters ran east­ 
ward to the Atlantic and westward to 
the Mississippi, passed away without 
any painter or sculptor arising who 
possessed at once both the keenness of 
v ision to see what a \itnl and pic­ 
turesque figure tbe backwoodsman was 
and the genius adequately to present 
that figure.

The g reat m em orial arch at Valley Forgo will 
b e one of the few great arches of history which 
will represent som ething m ore than m ere v ictory 
in the b attle of men 
It was a moral and phy sical 
v ictory 
in 
one 
that 
W ashington 
and 
his 
men 
achiev ed at Valley Forge. 
They conqu ered priv a­ 
tion and they conqu ered reb ellion against the hard­ 
ships of fate 
The Rom ans were practically the originators of 
the memorial and triu m phal arch. In fact, they u sed 
the ordinary b u ilding and b ridge arch itself to a 
mu ch greater ex tent than had ev er b een k nown b e­ 
fore. 
T hree of the great Roman triu m phal arches 
are still standing. 
They are those of Titu s, Septi- 
mlu s, Sev eru s and Constantine. 
T hat of the first 
Christian em peror is b y far the most b eau tifu l. 
It 
m ark s the triu m phal retu rn from Gau l and Brit­ 
ain led as tradition has it, b y the b lazing cross of 
stars, with the lu minou s sign which b ade him “con­ 
qu er b y this.” 
In the Arch of Sepiimlu s there cou ld b e traced 
for y ears after its erection, the information that 
the em peror had gained great v ictories ov er the 
Parthians. 
As one look s at this m onu m ent today 
it is interesting to recall that the m an and em ­ 
peror who passed in triu m ph u nder it after its com­ 
pletion, was the one who b u ilt the wall in Britain 
to check the Inroads of the fierce Scotch High 
landers 
The Arch of T itu s has b u t one arcade or 
entrance, and u pon this there rested at one time 
with other spoils of war, the golden candlestick s of 
the T em ple of Jeru salem , of which T itu s in v ery 
tru th, had not left “one stone u pon another.” 
Of the other famou s Roman arches, the fou nda­ 
tions of one erected in the day s ol the repu b lic, may 
still b e traced, thou gh of the stru ctu re which ros€ 
ab ov e them little or nothing is k nown. 
It wras u n­ 
der this arch tha t Fab iu s Max imu s walk ed in tri­ 
u m ph after he had thorou ghly thrashed the Gau ls. 
A nother arch, b u t of which no trace ex ists, was 
one that was erected in Sy racu se in honor of Ver-

In 187 8 an imposing celeb ra 
tion of the anniv ersary of the

was 
hold. 
As a resu lt of this celeb ration, the C enten­ 
nial Memorial association was formed b y patri­ 
otic women, who pu rchased the hou se which Gen­ 
eral W ashington occu pied du ring the greater part 
of the encam pm ent. The 3**’se has b een restored 
to its condition when occu pied b y W ashington. 
In 1893, the general assem b ly of Pennsy lv ania 
declared that “the title to and ow nership In the 
grou nd cov ering the site, Inclu ding Forts W ash­ 
ington and Hu ntington, and the entrenchm ents 
adjacent thereto, and the adjoining grou nds, in all 
not ex ceeding 25 0 acres, b u t not inclu ding there­ 
in the property k nown as W ashington's headqu ar­ 
ters, and now owned b y the Centennial and Me­ 
morial Association of Valley Forge, shall b e v est­ 
ed in the state of Pennsy lv ania, to b e laid ou t, pre­ 
serv ed and m aintained forev er as a pu b lic place, 
or park , b y the nam e of Valley Forge, so that the 
same and their fortifications thereon may b e m ain­ 
tained as nearly as possib le In their original con­ 
ditions as a military camp.” 
Since the estab lishm ent of the park , the state 
of Pennsy lv ania has appropriated $313,215 toward 
the acqu isition and im prov em ent of the land and 
b u ildings, inclu ding the W ashington headqu arters 
b u ilding and grou nd, which were acqu ired 
fiv e 
y ears ago b y condemnation, and made free to all 
v isjtors. 
T he park now contains 4 6 7 acres 
In 1901 the Dau ghters of the Rev olu tion erect­ 
ed on the reserv ation an imposing granite shaft 
5 0 feet high, called the W aterm an monu ment. On 
the face of the m onu m ent is the following 
in­

commodore in the United States nav y du ring the 
Rev olu tionary war. 
A monu ment also Is to b e 
erected to Christopher Colu mb u s and a part of the 
cost will b e paid b y the people of 
the 
United 
States. 
Statu es to Kosciu sk o and Pu lask i hav e 
b een erected within the y ear, and other statu es 
and m onu m ents, either hav e b een pu t in place, or 
a re now’ well on the road to completion.

BIRDS AND FRUIT INDUSTRY. 


Feathered 
Denizens 
Destroy 
Great 
Nijftoers of Harmful Insects and 
Noxious Seeds. 


The United States Department, of 
Agriculture, having concluded its in­ 
vestigations as to the harmful or bene­ 
ficial effect of California birds upon 
the fruit, industry of that state, has 
Issued the second and final part of 
Its report in Bulletin Ne. 34 of the 
Biological 
Survey. 
Seventy species 
of 
the 
feathered 
denizens, 
among 
them Home of the most important 
birds of the state from the farmers’ 
and fruit growers’ standpoint, were 
systematically 
investigated. 
It 
is 
true that many of them have not been 
charged with the destruction or in­ 
jury of fruit or any other farm prod­ 
uct. but as almost all destroy great 
numbers of harmful insects, or devour 
seeds of noxious weeds, they are im­ 
portant as a factor in farm economics, 
and the aim has been to collect all 
data possible on the food of the sev­ 
eral species, so that a just verdict 
might be rendered as to the birds’ 
economic relations. 
Few birds are always and every­ 
where so destructive that their exter­ 
mination can be urged on sound eco­ 
nomic principles; some, like the swal­ 
lows, swifts, wrens, and chickadees, 
are so strictly insectivorous that they 
are exceedingly beneficial, while oth­ 
ers may injure crops at certain times 
of the year, hut the loss is exceedingly 
small, 
and 
if 
by 
its 
insectivorous 
habits the bird prevents much greater 
destruction than it inflicts, the farmer 
should be willing to bear the lesser 
loss. 
A reasonable way of viewing the re­ 
lation of birds to the farmer Is to 
consider them as servants, employed 
to 
destroy 
weeds 
and 
insects, for 
whom sufficient food and needed pro­ 
tection is generously provided. 
In the 
long run, no part of the capital in­ 
vested in the farm or orchard is more 
certain to pay big interest than the 
Which reminds me there are some 
small sum collected as toll by the 
birds that harbor near the premises. 
Deductions from the extensive Investi­ 
gations 
undertaken 
in 
response 
tc 
numerous complaints concerning .dep­ 
redations by birds in orchards and 
vineyards on the Pacific coast, show 
that the food habits of the seventy 
species, w'hose stomach contents were 
under examination, indicate that but 
four species common in California can 
be regarded as of doubtful utility. 
Tljese are the linnet, California jay, 
stellar jay, and red-breasted sapsuck- 
er. 
Therefore, when all the known 
methods of protecting fruit have been 
exhausted, or can not be profitably 
employed, a reasonable reduction of 
the numbers of these offending birds 
is permissible; but the more the food 
habits of birds are studied, the more 
evident is the fact that with a normal 
distribution of species and a fair sup­ 
ply of natural food, the damage to 
agricultural products t>y birds is small 
as compared with the benefit.

P. M. Harwood, of the dairy bureau. 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture, pointed out that 
the 
producer 
and dealer are w'ell Informed about 
the rules of cleanliness and are com­ 
pelled by law to conform to them In 
the handling of milk, but the consu­ 
mer has much to learn in this respect. 
He said that the crusade against the 
house fly is one of the best moves 
of recent years in sanitary matters be­ 
cause the fly is dirty and contami­ 
nates the milk unless there is proper 
care, and as a genera! rule the house­ 
keeper is not aware of the danger 
from flies. 
Nine rules for the care of 
milk were suggested, as follows: 
1. Take in milk and cream as soon 
as possible after being left at your 
door and place in the refrigerator. 
2 Keep milk and cream cold until 
ready for use. 
The bottom of the re­ 
frigerator is colder than the ice con­ 
tainer. 
3. If ice cannot be had, wrap the 
bottle in a wet cloth and stand it in 
a dish of water by an open window, 
out of the sun; evaporation of 
the 
water will cool the milk. 
4. Keep milk or cream covered un­ 
til wanted, and in the bottle in which 
it is delivered; in open bowls or pitch­ 
ers they will absorb odors from food 
and collect flies and dust. 
Pour from the bottle only what 
milk or cream Is needed for immedi­ 
ate use. 
G Milk or cream that has become 
warm should never be poured back 
into the bottle of cold milk. 
7. Utensils used for milk should he 
cleansed with cold water and 
then 
with boiling water, thoroughly drained
